The duke Valentinoys belicgeth as 


gaine Fauentia, c ſs fo2ceth it that they 


peeld vpon condition that their poung 


duke Aſtor, a faire pꝛince of xviii.yeres, 


might inioy his libertie and reuenue: 
but this incarnate deuill ſent him to 
Rome, where after he had bene abiiſey 
by a wozſe deuill then himſelle, in ſuch 
ſozt as may not be expꝛeſſed, he and a 
baſtard bꝛother of his were ſecretely 


murthered. The duke paſſech on and 
plagueth Florence, and from thence to 


Botogni a « but therethe F renchking 
commaundeth him to ſkap, fo2 that hee 
had taken the Bentiuols & that ſtate into 


bis protection. He then returneth to 


Florẽce, ę there falleth to capitulation, 
after ſurpziſi ng certaine places of the 
lod ofPlombin,he returneth to Rome, 
and ioyneth with the French king. 
Frederick being thus aſſailed by theſe 
two mighty kings. being moze inward- 


dy angrie with the. king of Spaine 


his friend, then with the. French king 
| T4 his

his enemie capitulated with y 5 F French, 
and went himſelfe into France, where 
he had the dukevome of Aniow , and 
thirtie thouſand duc ats penſion. At the 
ſame time Gonſaluo fox the Spaniſh 
king tooke Calabria, anp Ferdinands 
eddeſt ſonne by compolition: and con⸗ 
45 krarie to his oathfent him into Spain. 
The Ftench king finding his pꝛo⸗ 
ſperitie to be enuied of the Uenerians, 
deſired to keepe league with Maximi: 
lian, and to warre vpon them: but the 
diſagreeing of the French and Spa⸗ 
nich captaines in the kingvome of Na» 
ples, (fo2 that the bozders were not 
well abutted in the diuiſion) diuertei 
the French king to the Spanich wars: 
where finding himlelfe the ſtronger, he 
pꝛoteſted warre againſt Gonſaluo, if 
tdiuꝛth with he gaue not vp his Captain⸗ 
ſhip, and to that end ſent two thoufand 
Switzers , and entertained the piin= 
ces of Salern, and Biſi, ignan. 
The duke Valentinois taketh Vr- 
bin and after Camerin, and repaireth 
to the king, has an come to Vrbin, 
| and 
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ned the Cardinall Vrſin 


in woꝛds falling out on both ſides, it 
wasagreed that there ſhould be a com. 
bat ok thirteene Italians againſtthir⸗ 


: their ſwozdes they killed the hoꝛ

and ſo to Aſt , where finding great 
grace, he put all che ſfatesof Italie in 
great feare,inſomuch that ſecretly di⸗ 
uerſe of them were dꝛiuen to conkede⸗ 
rate agaynſt him.

mount an Italian being ſtrſt ouer⸗

after he had ouerthzowne Albemount. 
Alter this the Frenchmens hearts 
kayled, and peace grewe to bee trea⸗ 
ted: which nat withſtanding Gonſaluo 
made ſtill warre, taking no know- 
ledge thereof, and tooke pꝛiſoner Mon- 
ficur de Aubigny in the ſame place, 
wherewith in fewe yeares befoze, he 
'diſcomfited Gonſaluo, and the fozces 
of Ferdinand, being a molt excellent 
capt ain, after that at Cirignole he gaue 
the French an other ouerthꝛow, where 
Monfieur de Nemours was flaine : fi⸗ 
nally he paſſed thzough Melfe , and 
tooke Naples, | :

ſoze pꝛeſſed by the Archduke, they be⸗ 
ganne to quarrell with the Archduke 
himſelfe, ſaying that hee paſſed both 
his inſtructions and commiſſion , in 


by ſea and land. But in the meane time 


_ Gonſaluo taketh the caſtell ol Naples, 
and beſtegeth Caiette. 


Euen as koꝛtune began to faile the 
Frenchmen, ſo did the Pape #his ſon, 
gathering by his dealings with them 


. of Bolognia & Tuſcan, that there was 
no farther good to be done by him. And 
therekoze being required to declare 
themſelues foꝛ him, they anſwered in 
| dark ambiguities like Apollos ozacles, 
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foz the father neuer did as he ſaid,nq2p 
ſonne neuer laid that which he did. In 
the end vpon much treatie, the Pope 
was content the French armie ſhould 
paſſe through the cerritozies of the 


Church, and that he would not meddle 
with the Florentines, Sienois , noz Bo- 


lognians, during the warres, which the 
French king nothing beleeued, ik foz⸗ 
tune frowned. But ſee the end ofthis 
Pope, as he went to ſuppe in acertaine 
Uinepard neare the Vatican, with A- 
drian, Cardinall of Cornetta, he was 

ſuddenly bꝛought fozth dead, being all 
blacke blowne, and hideous to looke 
on: his ſonne alſo was bzought foozth 
foz dead, who hauing bꝛought two fla⸗ 
gons of impoiſoned wine, to poyſon the 
poo2e cardinal, by gods iudgement poi⸗ 
ſoned his father, & humlelfe,# per vſing 
foozthwith counterpoiſons, knowing © 
the baite, he ſaued his life: but lay long 
ſicke, which quapled all his deuiſes, 
eſpecially in chooſing the Pope, which 
was P ius 3. too good a man to liue long 
in that place: ſo that he dying within 
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Guicchiardines Hiſtory. 15 
a few moneths, Iulius the leconde was 
choſen. 1 | 
In the meane time the duke Va- 
a jentinois ig courted by the Vrſins, dꝛi⸗ 
uen to reconcile himſelfe'to the Colo- 
nois, conſtrained to flie into the caſtle 
aint Angelo. Ceſena and other places 
reuolt from him to the Church againe: 
the Uenetians are allo in hope hereby 
to get Romagna, and ſoone after they 
take Fauentia, wherof the Pope much 
complaineth, And in the meane time a- 
-reffeth the duke Valentinois, and im⸗ 
pꝛiſoneth him in the Vatican. Thus his 
power that ſuddenly grewe great by 
trueltie, decept and the Cbarehstame 
, as ſuddenly to nothing againe. 
The French king maketh-warres 
4 toward Spain with mall pꝛolit, wher⸗ 
vpon ko thoſe parts a truce is taten, k 
allthe bent is to Naples. Aluiane and

Fraunce and Spaine, Frederickebe- 
ing out of hepe of recouering his king- 
dome of Naples, died, and after him 


Queene Elizabeth of Spaine: wheres

Spaniſh king, koz the gouernement of 


Caſtilia. 

About this time it may not be foꝛgot⸗ 
ten, that Cardinall Hippolite of Eſca, 
being in loue with a vong damolel his 
kinl woman (who made moze acconnt 
ok his baſtard brother) aſked her what 
was p cauſe why the lo greatly loued a 


baſtard, and ſhe anſwered his fweete 


and amiable eyes: whereupon one 
dap as he rid on hunting, he cauſed his

NWiillip the archduke began to 
E entitle hanſelte king ok 
Caſtile, not being content 
that his father in lam ſhauld 
gouerne, hauing no better intereſt then 
the appointment of his wife when he 
lay in extremitie. And the king of 
Romanes being hartned with the 
greatnes of his ſonne,purpoſeth to en⸗ 
ter into Italie. The French king ha- 
ting them al in ielouly (though he were 


ping vpon the ſpiritual liuings in Mil⸗ 
laine ) yet leaſt he ſhould ſtand alone, 
he treateth with the;Pope , mabing 
quarrell ta Geuice, foz that he knew! it 
athing acceptable to him. 
Phillip prepareth by leato inan 
Spaine, and is by ſtozme dꝛiuen it 
England where is honozably recei: 
ued by Henrie theſeuenth, and newij 
furniſhed fo2 his voyage, vpon condi 
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Saffolke whom he had pꝛiſoner in the 
caſtell of Namures. Phillip peeldeth, 
and requireth that he might not be put 
to death, though he pꝛetended right to 
the crowne, whereunto king Henry the 
ſeuenth condiſcended, but Henrie the 
eight akter warde ſtrake off his heave, 
Phillip goeth foʒ ward, and by capitula⸗ 
tion obtaineth the kingdome of Caſtile, 
but dieth within a while alter. 
The French king is deſirous to bee 
reuenged vpon Venice: but firſt mar⸗ 
rieth his daughter Madame Claude 
vnto Francis of Angoleſme afterward 
king. The Emperour treateth with 
the Nenetians to paſſe thꝛough their 
territozies to be crowned at Rome, 


in The Pope enterpꝛiſed the recouerie of 
pity Bolognia vnder the conduct of v Par⸗ 
„ | ques of Mantua, the Bolognians re- 


quire ayde ol the French king » ACC02* 
ding to their pꝛotection: but nine the 
poo2e Bentiuoles in ſtead ot a pꝛotec⸗ 
tion had a faire ſafe conduct of Mon- 
ficur Chaumont, fog which they

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tion that he ſhould deliuer the duke of 
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paped dearly , and lol the ſtate to the 
Church. 


The Geneuoys rebell againlf the 
French king, and fell alſo at ciuil dif: 
£02d, the Gibelines fauouring the Ad- 
ornes, and the Guelphes the Fregoſes, 


euery man deſiring to bꝛing the go⸗ 


uernment to his friendes, Monſieur de 
Chaumont ſetteth vpon them, and ma- 
keth them peeld the towne to the dil- 
cretion ofthe king, who there entered 


thꝛeeſcoꝛe. 

Ferdinand king of Ara gon, and the 
French king, appoynted a meeting at 
Sauona, and there they put themlelnes 
one in anothers power, as though there 
neuer had beene enmitie betweene 
them. Mhere lupping together, none 


but the two kings and the Queene, 


the French king would needes haue 
Gonſaluo make the fourth, being in ad⸗ 
miration of his kame, his perſon, his 
maieſtie in geſture and ſpeech. After 
this tyme this great Captaine had 
neuer great occaſion to - exerciſe his 
f bertue. 


in perſon, and pardoned all, ſauing

vertue. The ende of their great con⸗ 


ference was, that they two and the 


Emperour ſhoulde ioyne agaynſt the 
Uenetians. 

The Emperour on the other ſide 
held a decree at Conſtance, foz the en⸗ 
countering ok the F rench king in J⸗ 
talie, and to that end treated with the. 
Pope, pꝛokeſſing himſelfe a 2 
bol the Church, and an enemie ok the 

French vlurpation in Italie, who mea⸗ 
ned (quoth he) to make the Cardinall 
of Amboyſe Pope, and bimlelke Em⸗ 
perour. 

This troubled the king, who was 
ſure neither of the Pope, noꝛ of the 
Uenetians 3: and the Uenetians were 
much perplered, whether they ſhoulde 
iopne with the king, oz the Empe⸗ 
rour: to which poyntes Foskarin and 
Gritti made excellent ozations. In 
fine they anſwercd the Amballadour 
of the Emperour who demaunded pal⸗ 
ſage, that ił he came armed, he ſhoulde 
haue no paſſage : if otherwiſe they 
ſhoulde doe him all honour. poſſible,

Uenetians, who made their pꝛolite of 


Luerp peace, and euery warre, and c- 


uen in this league with Cæſar, they 
demeaned themlelues ſo cunningly, 


that they nowe gaue cauſe both to the 


Emperour and the French king, to 
ioyne together againſt them, where⸗ 
upon the Pope fayled not to encourage 
them, inſomuch that foꝛ the Smperour 
Madame Marguiret his daughter, go⸗ 
uerneſſe of Flanders, fo2 the French 


fo 
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koz Spaine. The Amballadoz ſware 
t his league at Cambray, The Ueneti- 


ans miſtruſting falſe meaſure , had 
their ambaſſadour there alſoto awaite 


what was done, but che Cardinall 


ſware ſo many othes , that the French 


king his maiſter woulde kecpe his 


league with Venice, and that his mee⸗ 
ting was to make peace betweene the 
Archduke , and the duke of Guelders, 
that hee made him and the denetians 
verie ſecure. 
This league was helde verie ſe⸗ 
crete, but the Pope taking the aduaun- 
tage thereof; demaundedof them Ri- 
mini, and Fauentia, which they had ta⸗ 
en krom the Church, vttering that 
whereas the greateſt pꝛinces in Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtendome were ioyned agaynſt them, 
he would alſo ioyne, if they denied him 


his demaund. The Senate was deepe⸗ 
ly amazed, and diuided in opinion tsu⸗ 


ching the reſtitution, and in fine were 
reſolued to reſtoꝛe, had not Treuiſan, a 
man ok high eſtate next the duke, moſt 


earneſtly diſſwaded them, which they 
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repented : fo2 the Pope ratified the 
treatiſe of Cambray, and ſo all Chꝛi⸗ 

ſtendome in eſkect armed againſt them. 
And beſides that they had theſe euill 
ſignes and pzeſages, a ſhippe of theirs 
was dzowned with tenne thoulande 
ducats. The Caſtell of Breſſe was 
ſtriken with thunder, their tower of re⸗ 
co2ds ſuddenly fell dswne, their Arſc- 
nall was burnt, tweltie gallies, their 
ſalt peter powder, and munition was 
conſumed. 
The French king accompanied with 
the duke of Loraine and nobilitie of 
Fraunce paſled che Alpes, and ſent - 
Monſieur de Chaumont afoze to ſet 
vpon them, The Pope publiſhed a bull 
againſt them. 
The French armie ouerthzoweth 
: their battaile at Gniaradadde , taketh 
pꝛiſoner their chieke Taptaine Bar- 
tholomeo Aluiano , who was woun ⸗ 
ded in the eye, as fo2 the other Cap⸗ 
taine, the Countte Perylian, he ffir-

that noble and graue ſtate, neyther fell

n the Pope, ceeing y pimminent

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Thele newes aſtoniſher almoſt vnto - 
deſperation. the Uenetians : and yet 


this 
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daungersouer their owne heades, be⸗ 
gan nowe to thinke what a faire thꝛeed 


they had ſpoonne, ik the fall and ruine of 


Venice did bꝛing into Italie two ſuch 
mightie pꝛinces on their necks:where⸗ 


foe hee giueth audience to their ſire 


Amballadours that moſt heauily and 
wofully demaunded pardon : giuing 
the Ambaſſadours of the confederates 
to vnderſtand, that the Church ought 
not to ſhut her boſome toſuch as re- 
turne. Now began Treuiſan to ſtand 
to them. and ſhoꝛtiy after they recouer 


Padua from the Emperour, they take

The Emperour & the French 


king on the other ſide ſmelling his 


dift,to touch as well the intereſt ofthe 
sue, as the other of them, knitte them⸗ 


ſelues againe faſt againſt Venice. 


And Monſieur de Chaumont foꝛ the 
king, and the pꝛince of Henault fo the 


Emperour iopning together , dꝛaue 


backe the Uenetian armie, and appꝛo⸗ 


ching to Vincentia, the Vincentines 


being deſtitute of helpe, ſent an Am- 
baſſadour to them, who made a verie 


pitifall ozation, the which the pꝛince of 


Henault anſwered with great vigoz 


like a barbarous Dutchman. In fine 
they yeelded at their diſcretion, and 
Monſieur Chaumont treated fo2 them, 
telling the pꝛince of Henault that hee 


ought to haue moze regard to the great- 
kault 
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fault of the pooze miſerablemen, who 
dependedon others, greater then them- 
lelues, 

' After this were taken Legnague, 


Montſilice and other places, * Mon- 


ſieur de Chaumont was commanded to 
returne to Millain, foꝛ certaine bꝛoiles 
there kindledcloſely by the Pope, at 
which time dieth the Cardinall of Am- 
boyſe, which greatly hindꝛed p french: 


fo2 that v king being apter to be direc⸗ | 


ted, then to direct, neuer hadthelike _ 
confidence in any man. Akter his death, 


the Pope flatly requireth the king to 
giue ouer his pꝛotection ol Ferrara, the 


king anlwereth p he cannot do it with 


his hono2,and ſo ſtomacke groweth be⸗ 
tweene them. The Nupe in the meane 


time eggeth on the Swiflers, who being 
angry that the king would not increaſe 
their penſtons, were ready enough and 
diſcended toward Millain. The Uene⸗ 
tians in p meantime, while Mõſieur de 
Chaumont was there occupied, recoue⸗ 
red moſt part of their towns, e beſieged 


gut 
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out of pziſon at Veniee by the ſecrete 
meanes of Baiazet the great Turke, 
who had befoze ſhewed many friendly 
parts to the Marques. 

The Pope purpoſeth to ſet vpon 
Geane, and many other things that 
tooke no effect : the king on the other 
ſide, to anger him, meaneth to defende 
the duke of Ferrara, and ſtill to continue 
friendſhip with the Emperour, fo that 
the Pope was dziuen to leaue his 
thoughts of getting other mens, and to 
thinke vpon defending his owne: fo2 
within a while after he was beſieged 

by Monſieur de Chaumont in Bolog- 
nia: but after a while he was content 


which done, the Pope complained him⸗ 
ſelfe to all pzinces Chziſtian of the 
French king. 

The Pope ceaſeth not thus, but kal⸗ 
leth to warres ſtill, beſiegeth Miran- 
dola, is there pꝛelent in perſon, no leile 
buſie in bodie then in minde, riding and 
going to and fro like a captaine, and in 
_ end d winneth it: wherat the Nn 


* 
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bpon great occaſtons to leaue the ſiege, 
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king is ſo angrie, that he ſendeth in⸗ 
ſtructions to Monſieur de Chaumont, 
not onely to defend Ferrara: but alſz by 
all meanes to plague the territozies ol 
the Church: the Pope in the meane 


time is content that Modena ſhould be 


peelded to the Emperiall, foz feare it 
Gould fal into the hands ofthe French. 
And the noble captaine Monſieur de 
Chaumont dieth, and Trinulce is made 
a Parſhall of Fraunce, and Cæſar con⸗ 
trarie to his treatiſe with the French 
king, is content to hearken to peace. 

After the death of Monſieur de 
Chaumont, Gaſton de Foix, a valiant 
pong Gentleman, and the kings ſiſters 
ſonne began to haue charge.

eee a gener all peace fo be 
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treated at Venice by the Biſhop of 
Gurce: but the Pope bꝛake it off, wher⸗ 
upon the French king commanded Tri- 
nulcio to march on, who tooke Concor- 
dia, and after Caſtelfranco and dꝛew to- 
wards Bolognia, they falling in great 
keare, the cardinall of P auia runneth a⸗ 
way. The Bentiuoles return, the popes 
army flieth, the Pope fretteth, the Cars 
dinal of Pauia dꝛaweth toward Rauen- 
na tothe Pope, and the duke of Vrbin 

hating him deadly, by the way dꝛew 
his dagger, and in the middeſt ok his 
gard llue him. After this the Empe⸗ 

rour andthe French king do publiſh a 
councell to be holden at Piſa: the lucke 
wheresf the Pope liked not, foz that 
Popes had bene there depoſed at coun⸗ 
dels holden in fozmer times.

l Chiſtendome, and eſpeci⸗ 
ally al Italie ſtood at the gaze, 
to (ce what the French king 
„ wound 
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would do after theſe victoꝛies: foꝛ nam 


it lay in his power (as it ſeemed) ta 
take Rome, and all the ſtates of the 
Church: but he mooued either with 


denotion oz feare to bꝛing all pꝛinces 
in his necke, commaunded Trinulcio to 


leaue Bologniato the Bentiuoles, and to

The Pope nowe to bꝛeake the 
necke of the Piſan Councell, ſum⸗ 
moned by the Emperour and the 


French king, ſpake his Cardinals 


kapze, fo2 chat fine of them had gi⸗ 


uen conſent to Piſa, and win⸗ 


ning backe ſome ok them by fap2e 
pꝛomiſes, publiſhed an vniuerſall 
Councell to bee holden at Rome, 
and beganne to encline to a peace 
with the French king : but the Em⸗ 


perour dealt with the French king on 


the other ſis, to helpe him ag aynſt the 
| Pope. and the UGenetians: but whac 
fo? his pouortie and inconſtancie, the 
French king had no great deustian 
theruntoithe * not withſtanding 


daduen⸗ 
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aduenturech, and is fopled with his 
French luc coꝛs by the Uenettans: and 
pet affer he taketh Friuly, and withir 
ſhoꝛt ſpace looſeth it againe. The pope 
being newly recouered of adeadly ſick⸗ 
neſſe, beginneth to thinke againe of the 
chaſing the French aut of Italie: the 


French king on the other fide begins 
dtso be wearie of fighting agaynſt che 


Church: the Pope leagueth himſelfe 
with the Uenettans, and the Catho⸗ 
lique king, to deliuer Italy of ſtraun⸗ 
gers, as he pꝛetendeg. 

The time ok the Councell of Pla 
dꝛawing on, and many French Cardi⸗ 


nals and captaines being there, by 


chance there fell out ſuch a fray among 


the ſouldiours and ſeruants, in parting 
whereol, Monſieur de Chaſtillian, and 
Monficur de Lautrech were wounded, 


that the Councell was adiourned to 
Millaine, where they found moze ditli⸗ 
culties: fo2 all the Cleargie abſtained 


krom diuine ſeruice, as though pꝛokane 
amd execrable perſons, and not Cardi⸗ | 


nals F hed entred. This made y French

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king ſuſpect the Emperour, andcrie 
out ofthe Catholique king, who did all 
. contrarie to the league at Cambray: 


and thzrefoze meaning to deale as 
- falſely as the beſt, he now reſolued to 


ſet vpon Romagna, but in great doubt 
of the Swiſlers, Who ſent deftance by a 
trumpettex, vnto Gaſton de Foix his 


lieutenant in Millaine, the king ſen⸗ 
dech great ayde out of Fraunce, and 


demaundeth helpe ok Florence, which 
is not anſwered to his erpectation, by 
reaſon of diuerſitie ot opinions. And 
that which was wozſe, knoweth they 
had herein diſpleaſedthe king, they ſent 
Guicchiardine the witer of this hiſto . 
rie Ambaſſadour to the king of Arra- 
gon, who thoxtly after ioyned with the 
Pope agapnlt Bologuia, but Monſieur 


de Foix came with ſaccours, and cau⸗ 


ſed the armie to retire, and after that 
he wanne Breſcia from the Uenetians, 


| and ſacked it.

- of all others, the Spaniards and Jta- 
lians ſtriuing againſt the Frenchmen 
and Almaines foꝛ the gloꝛy of their na- 
tion, And albeit in opinion the French 
ſeemed to haue the better:yet monſieur 
de Foix not abiding that the Spaniſh 
footmen ſhould retire in good oꝛder, ſet 
on them in great furie, and was llaine 
in the height of his gloꝛie. Peter of 
Nauarre taken pꝛiſoner, Monſieur de 
Viuarets ſlaine befoze the eyes of his 
father, Monficur Allegre, and the fa- 
ther not long after the ſonne.

quapling of the French affaires, the

The feare IF t Engliſhmen at 
Fowntaraby,and the negligence of the 
French king in not ſuccouring, cauſed 
the king of Nauarre, to fozſake Na⸗

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uarre and. flie to Bearn, among the 


mount Pyrenes, & without any charge 


op trauaile gat the kingdome of Nas 
Uarte to the king of Aragon, ex- 
cept certaine foꝛtreſſes: the King of 
Aragon fo2 want of title, pꝛetending 
that the right thereof was giuen him by 
the Pope, when he curſed the French 
King and his adherents But the 
French King endeuoureth to reconcile 

himſelfe both to the King ol England 
aͤnd the Swiſſers: at the leaſt he ho- 
peth to winne the Uenetians from the 


league, and ſo with newe fozces to re⸗ 


couer Millaine. A better hope then all 
this was, that Pope Iulius the ſecond 
nowe died in the middeſt of his pꝛo⸗ 

ſperitie, and Ican Cardinall de Medi- 
ci was cholen, named Leo the tenth: 
by which good accident he did the eali⸗ 

lier make peace with the Catholique 
King, and prepared fo his purpoſe: 
fo2 albeit he could not well compaſſe a 
peace with the Ring of Englande: 
yet ko2 that the Engliſh were not well 


pꝛouided of readie hozled , although 
their 
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their value chiefly conſiſted in foote- 
men ( yet nowe by long peace and 
lacke of vſe being dꝛiuen to hyze Al- 
maines ) hee thought manie things 
might be done befoze that warre came 
foꝛ warde: wheretozehe ſent power to 


Triuulcio, who ioyning with Alui ano, 


Captaine of his newe confederates the 
Uenetians, he letteth vpon * duchie 
of Miliaine, and recouereth Geane: 
and after beſiegeth Nouara, where bes 
ing reliſted by the Swillers, they re⸗ 


tired ſeuen miles ol: but the Swilſers 


to the ende that no ſuccours oz Nas 
tion might take the glozie from them, 
like moſt valiaunt louldiours hauing 


neither hozſemen noz artillarie , kol⸗ 


lowed Triuulcio, and Monſieur ds la 


Tremouille , and fought a moſt bzaue_ 


battaile with them, gayned their ar- 
tillarte , flue their men with it, and 
put their gendarmerte to flight, who 
beaſflie demeaned themlelues that 
day: notwithſtanding it may not bee 
foꝛgotten, that Robert de la March ha- 


uing his two ſonnes moſt daungerouſly 
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beſet with Swillers, ruſhed like a Ti⸗ 
ger into the midſt ol them, and fought 
ſio terribly, that he amazed them, and 

deliuered his (ons, Aluiano perceiuing 
the diſcomliture of the French, retired 
to Verona and beſieged it, but pꝛeuay⸗ 
led not. Padua is beſieged by the Uice- 
roy.and the yong duke of Millaine ta⸗ 
keth Pontuica, by the helpe of Antonie 

de Leua: andthe Uiceroy finding that 
he could not take Padua, ſpopleth the 
Countrey even almoſt vnto Venice, & 
within two miles of Vincentia, the 
Uiceroy Proſper Celonna,# the Mar: 
quesofPeskara gaue a great ouerthiow 
tothe Uenetians, and Aluiano by the 
cowardiſe of their footmen of Romaig- 
na, At the length Cæſar and the Ues 
netians compꝛomitted their differen- 
ces to the Pope: and the French king 
had now nothing left in Italie but the 
Lanterne of Geane, which alſo was 
battered by ſea, and defended with 
Tacksof wooll, - 55

De king ol England was nowe 
readie both by ſea and lande to 

war vpon the French king, e had 
allo hyꝛed the Emperoz Maxi- 
milian with lire ſcoꝛe thouſand ducats 
to enter al at one time into Burgundy, 
hoping allo that his father in law the 
Catholique king woulde ioyne with 
him. The French king beſtirred him 
to reſilkthele great daungers, and ſome 


what to appall the courage of the Eng⸗ 


lich king, he allured into Fraunte the 
duke of Suffolke as a competitoꝛz of 
the crowne, but he being nothing dil⸗ 
maied therewith, in deſpite ſtra de off 
the dukes bꝛothers head, whom he held 
befoze in pꝛiſon by the king of Caſt:les 
means, as vou haue heard. The French 
king farther to trouble him, ſet Iames 
King of Scots the old enemie of Eng⸗ 
land c conkederate of France to warre 
on that ide the ſeas vppon him, The 
Engliſh Ring was I" in pꝛeparing 
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out 9 King Henrie neuerthe⸗ 
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bis ſubiects being out of ple. the ma⸗ 
ner ot fight being chaunged, the vle of 
their bowes being almoſt gone, Ne⸗ 
uertheleſſe in July being greatly fur- 
niſhed, his armie camped neare Bul- 
len, and from thence beſieged Ter- 
vin: where at the firſt they anſwered 
not the renowne of their hardineſſe, in 


that they gaue no hardie aſſault : but 


within a while after , they ouerthzew 
thee hundzed men of armes. The 
Marques of Rotelin, called duke of 
Longuile, Captaine Bayard, t Fayette 
were taken pꝛiſoners, and monſieur 


de la Paliſſe eſcaped hardly, wherewith 


the French king and all France were 
lo amazed, that ik the Engliſh King 


had followed this good foztune, it is 


thought the gappe was nowe open to 
take all Fraunce, Terwin was ray⸗ 
ſed bythe aduiſe ofthe Eniperour, fo} 
that the Archduke Charles pꝛetended 


right vnto it, and the Emperour de- 


parted the c ampe fo2 that hee thought 
che Engliſhmen to be raſh, and with⸗ 


leſſe

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leſſe paſſed towards Tornay, and tooke 


it, whereofthe French were kull glad, 


| fearing his comming farther into 
Fraunce with his terrible armie of 


foureſcoze thouſand, which perhaps hee 
had done, if he had had experience, oz 
had beene truly aduertiſed of the diſpo- 


ſition of France: but he returned into 


England, aſſuring the French that he 
would returne the next ſommer. At 


this time by chaunce ok fire, the richelt 


part of all Venice was burnt, and the 
Pope endeththe differences betweene 


Cæſar and them. 


The league was rentted betweene 


the Spaniſh king and the Frenchking, 


which greatly diſpleaſed the king of 
England, w kayde that this was the 


third time that his father in lawe had 
bioken pꝛomiſe with him. 


The French king pꝛactiled with the 


Pope, and the Pope with the Cardinal 
of Poꝛke to reconcile the French and 
A ngliſh King, which tooke place, and 


the French king marieth p lady Mary, 
* king ok Englands ſiſter. This was 


vuplea- ; 
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vnpleaſant both to the Emperour and 


the Spaniſh Ring, and not pleaſant to 
the Pope who was the pꝛocurer of it. 
who albeit he lsued with ſuch cunning 
to gaine pꝛinces: yet he liked not that 
this league ſhoulde helpe the French 
Ring againe to Millaine. 

At this time Ring Emanuel of Boꝛ⸗ 
tingale pꝛeſented the Pope with two 
monſtrous Elephants out of India and 
Lewis the xii.dieth, and Francis the firſt 
duke of An goleſme ſucteedeth, taking 
the title of the duke ol Pillaine, & ma⸗ 
king peace with the King of England 
and the Archduke: he meanethto reco⸗ 


uer the dukedome. The Emperoꝛ, the 
King ok Aragon, the duke ofMillaine, 
the Swiſſers doe lea rue againſt him: 
the King ol England ſendeth him wozd 
to Lyons, not to paſſe into Italie to 


trouble Chiiffendome ; the Swillers 
gard the foote & ſtraights ok the Alpes 


againſt him. But he like an induſtrious 
pzince, by the counſatleof Triuulcio, 


leaueth the two owinarie wapes of 
Mountſenis, & MountGenewre, and 
_—_ paſſeth 
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- paſſeth by ertreame toyle of Pioners 
nearer theſea by the Cortian Alpes, by 


the Marquilate of Saluzzo: and being 
paſſed befoꝛe any man thought of him, 


Monſieur de la Paliſſe tooke Colonna - 
anoble Captaine pziſoner at Ville- 
france as he ſat at dinner, which great⸗ 


ly aſtoniſhed all Italie, inſomuch that 


the Pope vled the duke of Sauop , to 


excule him to the King foxthwith, 


The Ring taketh the Countreys ok 


Alexandria and Tortona. The Swil⸗ 
ſers are in diuerſitie ofopintons, whe- 


ther they ſhall hearken to any league 


with the French. oz farther withſtand 
them. At length the Biſhop ok Si- 
on with a very perlwaſiue ozation en- 


couraged them to ioyne in one opinion 


agaynſt the French, and to fight with 


them neare vnto Marignian, where the 


firſt day both they and the King fought 
ſu long, as they could holde weapon in 


hand, and departed on both ſides, as it 
were by agreement without ſounde ok 
trumpet, 

Thenext day they ralhly and furi⸗ 


ouſly 
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ouſly ſet on the French, who kept them 
ſelues in good oꝛder, and cauſed Aluia- 
no with his light hozſemen to ſet on 
their backes, which greatly anne ved 
them, They fought notwithſtanding 
moſt valiantly: but pet diſpairing of 
victozie , fox that the Uenectian armie 
appꝛoched, they ſounded the retraite: 
and albeit the artillarie beate them on 
the backes, yet did they keepe their ar⸗ 
ray towards Millaine, to the wonder 
ofthe French, and all that looked on: 
eſpecially the Ring, who often eſcaped 
death and daunger, and Triuulcio, 
who ſayde they were Giantes and not 
men, fo2 that he neuer ſawe the like 
battell. | 
After this victozie all the duchie of 
Millaine returned to the King, except 
the Caſtels of Cremona and Millaine, 
and the duke and the King fall to com⸗ 
poſition, and Aluianodieth , and the 
Pope and the King in louing ſozt talke 
together at Bolognia, and there renu⸗ 
ing a league with the Swiſſers, he 

returned into Fraunce, 
Ferdi- 
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Ferdinand king of Aragon, and king 


ol Caſtile, in the right ok his wike, the 


winner of Granado, conquerour of Na-
